1 have examined .the superstructure 
and foundations so far as completed and ain 
thoroughly weil pleased with the system on 
which the read | is constructed, and the 
right of way is all that could be de- 
sired. The charter, in the main, 
is goed, the only objections to it being 
technical, these can doubtless be rem- 
edied by the Council. The men whom I 
nt in this matter are familiar with ele- 
vated railroad work and the capital at their 
command is large. My report to them will 
be favorable to the purchase of the road, and 
Ido not doubt that they will take the same 
view as myself in regard to the matter. If the 
deal is consummated the road will be com- 
pleted. on the present plan and the work 
being pushed the road will ~ doubt- 
less be completed to Fifty-secund street and in 
operation within four months after work is

Geld in Bail for Painting Bank Notes on a 
Sign Board, 

There was much amusement among Secret 
Service and Federal officials yesterday, when 
R. J. Gunning, the Dearborn street sign- 
painter, and ILM. Rice, manager of the 
Household Loan Asseciation, were arrested 
for violating the laws against counterfeiting. 
The two men were arrested at noon by United 
States Marshal Jones on the charge of mak- 
ing or causing tu be made the biggest counter- 
feit of a Treasury note ever passed upon 
the public. Both men were held by United 
States Commissioner Hoyne in $500 bail, 
Gunning to the Federal 
further hearing. 

Last Monday morning Capt. Porter of the 
Secret Service was ing the corner of .State 
street and Harmon court when he discovered 
an advertisement of the business of the House- 
hold Loan association at No. 85 Dearborn 
street, and in a prominent place was the 

icture of a large hand holding a bunch of 

nited States $20 treasury notes painted in 
realistic colors. The topmost note in the pile 
was about four feet long aud two and one-half 
feet wide, but aside from its abnormal size 
was a fair representation of a $20 note, tne 
check letter and number of the note being 
there as well as the signatures of ee, oar 
Rosecrans and United States Treasurer Hyatt. 

Secs. 3,708 ana 5,188 of the Revised Statutes 
prohibit the painting or printing of any like- 
ness or representation of any kind of money 
of the United States, no matter of what size, 
and Capt. Porter notified Mr. Gunning. whose 
firm painted the sign, that the money on the 
signboard was counterfeit and would have to 
be removed. Mr. Gunsing promised to re- 
move the picture, but instead he covered it 
oyer with a piece of muslin. A warrant was 
taken out for Gunning and Rice,’ The two 
alleged coueterfeiters thought the whole mat- 
ter a good joke until they were held in $500 
bonds by Commissioner Hoyne, and then 
they began to make excuses and plead igno- 
rance of the law. ‘“ This is a serious offénse, 
gentlemen,” said Commissioner Hvuyne in de- 
ciding the case, “* and while I do not believe 
either of you intended to pass that $20 bill on 
anyone, still it is a case for a higher court to 
decide.”

He Delivers an Address on Beethoven and 


Schubert—Seléctions from the Work of 


Both Composers Given—How the Former 
Finished the Labors of His Predecessors 
~The Latter a Modest Artist -Similarity 
in Their Work—Those Who Were Pres- 
ent at the Lectare. | 

Prof. John K. Paine, who holds the chair 

of music in Harvard University, spoke before 


the inembers of the Twentieth Century club - 


atthe Art Institute last night. He spoke 
first of Beethoven, Then, after several of that 
composer’s masterpieces had been played by 
the Bendix String Quartet, he took up the 
life of Schubert and spoke of his work. 

A Beethoven symphony might be compared 
to a Gothic cathedral, he said in his first talk. 
Music was, however, only a means to au end. 
Music had grown during two or three centur- 


ies, and finally reached its highest point in 


the symphonies, the masterpieces of Beetho- 
ven. Hayda had inaugurated a new style of 
music, In his works the nelody was usually 
carried by the highest voice, the others 
simply aiding in the rendition. This gave a 
grace and airiness to the music not shown in 
the works of previous composers. He had 
also done great good in working at technical 
effects, particularly in the matter of strings 
and in combining effects. He laid the founda- 
tion for Mozart and Beethoven, They beauti- 
fied the music in its details. 

Beethoven was destined to finish the labors 
of his predecessor, and while he followed in 
their footsteps he showed originality in his 
first works. His wonderful genius remained 
to him during his whole life, even after deaf- 


péss overtook him, and it was shown in the. 


great works of his old age. His works had 
had a tendency to educate and uplift. 

The string quartet gave selections 
from Beethoven’s works, as follows: 

Allegro ¢on brio.

Lithugraphing com- 
ny o* this city, is now, or has been, printing 
arge numbers of bogus labels. substantially 
the same as those of the complainants, and 
containing complainants’ names,. and have 
sold large numbers of these labels for use on 
bottles containing brandy which was never 
sold by the complainants. The court is asked 
to enjoin the defendants from printing any 
more of the labels, and damages to the extent 
of $5,000 are asked.

GIVE THE PROPERTY-OWNERS A VOICE. 


As was intimated in yesterday’s TrisuNnx an 
ordinance was introduced in the Council pro- 
viding that no person shall be given a saloon 
license in a block the majority of the build. 
ings in which are devoted exclusively to resi- 


dence purposes unless he can get the consent. 


of a majority of the property-owners, house- 
holders, and business-men on each side of the 
street in the block. The saloonkeepers in the 
Council were thrown into spasms by this at- 
tempt to interfere with their right to squat 
down beside schools and churches and in 
peaceful residence quarters, and endeavored 
to have the ordinance referred to the Comniit- 
tee on Licenses, where they are in the major- 
ity, in order that they might stifle it as other 
measues designed to reform their business 
and compel themselves to become mere re- 
spectable citizens have been killed in the past. 
They were unsuccessful and the matter was 
referred to the Committee on J udiciary, of 
which Ald. Sexton is Chairman. - A decided 
majority of the residents of his ward in Lake 
View are strongly in favor of the passage of 
such an ordinance as this, and if he desires to 
consult their wishes he will call his commuttee 
together at once so that a report can be made 
before the present Council comes to an end. 
It isnot likely that a majority of the com- 
mittee can be induced to make a favorable re- 
port, but the- minority will have a chance to 
make a good strong one, setting forth the 
reasons why the ordinance should be passed. 
The chances of its success will be much 
better in the vew Council than the old one. 
Many of the outgoing members who think the 
rights of saloonkeepers are paramount to 
those of the rest of the community will be suc- 
ceeded by men who are notso narrow in their 
ideas. Some ofthem are in the real-estate 
business and know how the value of property 
is pulled down by the intrusion of saloons. 
So there is good reason to hope that a sharp, 
earnest fight will result in the passage of the 
ordinance. The first and miost important 
thing to be done is to get it out of committee, 
where such measures are generally stifled, and 
secure for it a direct vote in the Council. 
Then the property-owners and householders of 
each ward will have a chance to see how their 
representatives vote and learn whether they 
prefer the interests of a handful of saloon- 
keepers and brewers to those of the mass of 
the people. Were this measure | submit “ 
the popular vote it would be carried, 
one. If the Aldermen are wise they will Alu 
as their cngetituents wold. | 


STEEL RAIL COMBINATION. 

“The combination of steel rail manufactur. 
ers, though not a trust in the technical sense 
of the term, is believed to accomplish ail the 
ends for which trusts have been formed in 
other lines of activity. Those objects are to 
suppress competition and to control preduc- 
tion and prices. Lhe New York Bulletin gives 
an interesting deseription of the inside work- 
ings of the combine, the members of which 
consolidated by an agreement entered into at 
| Philadelphia in January, 1891, after a pre- 
liminary five years of workmg up. towards it. 
Seventeen separate establishments for the 
manufacture of steel rails were in operation 
in 1888. The number is now reduced to seven, 
the Colorado Coal and Iron company, with 
an annual capacity’ of but 100,000 net tons, 
being the only one outside the com- 
bine. The other six, having an  an- 
nual capacity of 3,145,000 tons, of 
which the Illinois Steel company is credited 


with one-third, control the entire output of the | 
United States except that above mentioned, . 


and havo “aniror grip” on the business. 
Their agreement is that the price of standard 
sections of steel rails shall not. be less than 
$30 per ton at Eastern works and not less than 
$31.50 at the works of the Illinois Steel com- 
pany. The result is shown by. the difference 
between the average annual prices for rails 
and pig-iron at the East. It was $11.25 for 
1889 and $12.90 for 1890, then rose to $13.97 for 
1891. The combine has thus. appropriated to 
itself the whole of the profit in rails due to 
the cheapening of nearly 17 per cent in ihe 
cost of producing pig-iron now as compared 
with two years ago. 

The enormous profits veabebih by the combi- 
nation are evident froma giahce at the results 
of official investigations into the cost of pro- 
ducing the various products of iron and steel. 
The report of the Commissioner of Labor 
says in effect there is no shadow of a doubt 
that in several of the very largest establish- 
ments of the United States the actual cost of 
stee! rails is now and has for some time past 
been within a few cents of $22 per ton aé the 
works. But the facts on which this statement 
is based were collated in 1889 and 1890. Since 
then an important change has taken place. 
Not only have the prices of materials fallen 
off considerably, but wages have been reduced 
10 to 15 per cent in the mills of all the mem- 
bers of the combinatior. These reductions 
have so much lessened the cost of producing 
rails that well informed personé are of the opin- 
ion it is now less than $20 per ton. That is, 
there is a clear gain of $10 per ton, or 50 per 
cent, on the entire output of steel rails. The 
| Preaent price of rails is thus out of all pro- 
| portion to that of other iron and steol prod- 
ucts. As a consequence the railroads have 
for nearly a year past refrained from buying 
more rails than were absolutely needed for 
repairs, etc,, their settled policy being to re- 
strict purchases so much as to force the com- 
bine to accept lower rates. This has caused 


ply the other materiais used in railway con- 
struction and repair, and the beneficial results 
which always flow from active railroad build- 
ing are therefore blocked by the determina- 
tion of the combine to maintain prices. 
Hence it is chargeatfie with much of the dull- 
ness that is complained of by many business- 
men. 

Under ordinary circumstances this high 
rate of profit would cause new plagts to be 
put in operation. But such outside works as 
now have the machinery needed are either 
under agreements which they dare not break 
_or realize that if they should attempt to com- 
pete in the production of rails the sonnvine

It intimates 
a suspicion that personal reasons have pro- 
vented any such action from being taken and 
says it is high time to show that these suspi- 
cions are not well fpunded, 


THE ONLY RECIPROCITY ‘WITH CANADA. 

The Canadian journals,, Tory and opposi- 
tion, have been indulging! in free comments 
upon that portion of Mr, Foster's budget 
speech referring to reciprocity with this coun- 
try, and it is somewhat remarkable to observe 
that an opposition sheet like the Toronto 
Globe does not get much nearer to the - core 
of the question than the violent Tory organ, 
the Toronto Empire, The latter says: 

Mr. Blaine laid down as primary and essential 
conditions that any commercial arrangement must 
provide for the preferential treatment of the 
United States products in our market; that the 
whole world, especially Great Britain, shonid be 
discriminated against; that our tariff at the sea- 
board must be theirs; in other words, that our 
fiscal legislation should be framed at Washing- 
ton. To put the matter bluntly and logically 
Canada must sell herself into commercial bond- 
age and wipe out her fiscal independence at the 
price of a reciprocity treaty. That price will 
never be paid. Our Ministers in breaking off the 
negotiations to such a conclusion will have be- 
hind them nineteen-twentieths of the people of 
this gountry, who would hurl ignominiously from 
power in the shortest order' a government that 
would dare even to entertain so degrading a pro- 
posal. 

Lhe Liberal Globe says: 

Mr. Foster took the unusual course of emboay- 
ing in his budget a statement of the negotiations 
between the Canadian Commissioners and Mr. 
Blaine on the subject of reciprocity. it appéars 
from his account that Mr. Blaine made it clear 
that the United States would consent to no treaty 
which did not involve the preferential treatment 
of American manufactures, discrimination against 
Great Britain, and a uniform tariff, practically 
the tariff of the United States. These terms the 
Canadian Government will not accept, as involv- 
ing too great a sacrifice of Canadian interests and 
Canadian nationality. They therefore regard the 
matter as closed. It is plain, that the affairs. of 
Canada have reached a crisis in which the wisest 
statesmanship will be required to prevent serious 
consequences. | 

It seeins strange that the Canadians cannot 
understand that full and unrestricted reciproc-

The United 
States can get along very well without the food- 
stuffs and:domestic animals of Canada, It 
ean always buy what iumber, minerals, and 
fish it needs at the ordinary’ market price of 
the same, and the Canadians will continue to 
purchase such goods and preducts from this 
country as they may require if found to be 
cheaper than competing goods, A moderate 
inter national trade will thus continue. 

The Canadians levied pretty heavy duties on 
American manufactures at the time this 
country admitted their natutal products free. 
This was @n outrage upon us, and yet Mr. 
Foster had the audacity to. go to Washington 
and seek to renew that inequitable scheme of 
so-called reciprocity. Secretary Blaine very 
properly called a halt upon this Canadian pre- 
sumption, and politely but firmly showed the 
Commissioner the door. American farmers 
are not anxious for the free competitive ad- 
mission of all Canadian farm products, nor do 
American manufacturers and merchants favor 
it unless the products of their workshops are

hap failed utterly. Under this .compromise it 
was arranged to submit both Democratic

the whole party. In the excited state of the 
two factions it was anticipated there might be 
trouble in the count, and so a returning board 
of seven was constituted, the seventh man be- 
ing, as was generally supposed, impartial and 
conservative. Over 90,000 votes were polled, 
which is far above the average ot the Demo 
cratic vote. The McEnery or lottery faction 
rolled up 12,000 majority in New Orleans, but 
the anti-lottery or Foster faction secured about 
an equal majority in the rural parishes. The 
margin was so narrow that both sides cried 
fraud, and the old. hostility between the two 
factions. was renewed. The earliest returns 
showed a majority for McEnery, but enough 
precincts were thrown out by the three Foster 
members of the board acting with the seventh 
man to give Foster the majority, whereupon 
the three McEnery members withdrew in dis- 
gust. 

McEnery, however, will not withdraw, and, 
of course, Foster will run as the regular Dem- 
ocratic nomimee in the election which occurs 
on the 19th inst. He holds the election ma- 
chinery in his own hands through the present 
Governor, Nicholls, who is auti-lottery and the 
backer of the Earmers’ Alliance following, 
which Foster alay controls.| A thousand votes 
probably would turn the seale, the Democrat- 
ic margin is so narrow, dnd yet with this 
tempting opportunity to march in between 
the two furious factions and secure the prize 
the Republicans, with a fatuity difficult to 
comprehend, are also divided inte two fac- 
tions on the question of Federal patronage as 
well as the lottery, the larger of which, the 
anti-Warmoth wing faction, has Leonard for 
its candidate. Ifthey were harmonious and 
would unite upon one ticket their chances for 
success would be favorable, always provided 
the election were an honest one--a proviso, 


however, which requires considerable stretch 


of the imagination, as such a thing as an hon- 
est election has not been known in that State 
for over a quarter ofa century. Still, the in- 
ducements of wisdom and political policy ought 
to suggest to the Republicans the settlement 
of all differences at once and the inaugura- 
tion of a vigorous, harmonious, and enthusi- 
astic campaign against the two Democratic 
factions, both of which will strive to get as 
many of the negro votes as they can, Al- 
though the counting machinery will be in 
Foster’s hands they would have plenty of help 
from the McEnery men in an effort to get an 
honest count, as they would rathersee a Re- 
publican in the Governor’s chair than Foster.

Attack in Prussiaon an Aged Ecclesiastic—_ 
Death of the Evildoers, 

Bertixs, April 8.—In Koscieleg, a village 
near the town of Inowrazlaw, in Posen, Dr. 
Poninski, a hig:. Polish ecclesiastic, has been 
assaulted in a most cowardly manner. Four 
men appeared at the house where Dr, Ponin- 
ski was stopping and requested to see him. 
They were ushered into the presence of the 
aged doctor, who asked them their business 
with him. In reply he was handed a red card 
on which was printed a command, signed 
by the “Committee of the Polish An- 
archists,”’ calling upon him to 
render all the money he had in 
his possessicn for the benefit of the Anarch- 
ists. Thecard stated that if he refused to 
obey the command he would be killed. From 
his position in the church Dr.-Poninski had 
intrusted to him large sumsof money, and 
this fact was apparently well known to the 
Anarchists. : ' 

Dr. Poninski, who was very infirm from 
age, was terribly startled at the import of the 
message handed to him. He ran to a window 
and jumped to the gardén. The Anarchists 
followed him to the window, and before he 
could reach a place of safety they 

ured a_ volley of bullets into 
Fis body. He fell dangerously wounded. 
The assassins fied, but the alarm 
was given and the owner of Koscieleg 
Castie, a brother of Ur. Poninski, and twenty 
others at once armed themselves and mount- 
ing horses started in pursuit of the murder- 
ers. They soon overtook them, A desperate 
battle followed. The pursuers fired a volley 
into the group and one of the murderers fell 
dead. The band then realized that their 

ursuers were determined to avenge the injury 
o Dr. Poninski, and one of them, seeing 
that all hone of escape was cut off, turned his 
weapon against himself and blew out his 
brains. The remaining two fired upoa their 
pursuers again, fortunately hitting none of 
them, and they were replied to with another 
volley which killed another of them. Then the 
fourth man, rather than surrender, shot and 
killed himself. The officials at Koscieleg have 
made an investigation, and have already 
learned that the four men were residents of 
Berlin, and: that they came to Koscieleg 
purposely to murder Dr. Poninski, The 
names of two of the men were Pelawski and 
Uroianiak, 

Some persons claim that the men were 
nothing but common robbers, who took ad- 
vantage of the prevailing feeling excited by 
the Anarchist eutrages to prepxre the cards 
for the purpose of frightening Dr. Poninski 
into surrendering his money to them. The 
authorities are, however, searching in every 
direction, and if it should prove true. that the 
four assassins were really Anarchists it is 
thought the whole band of conspirators will

CANAL AND DRAINAGE COMMISSIONERS. 


They Meet at Lockport and Consider the 
Use of the Canal for Sewage. 


port with the mémn bers of the "Gesinars Board 
of Chicago. President Ames and another of 
the Canal Board were present with six mem- 
bers ot the Drainage Board, all except Prender- 
gast and Gilmore. The joint meeting was 
ealled for the purpose of ascertaining how 
the Canal Board felt in regard to the Drain- 
age Board’s using the canal’ in Cook Count 

as a channel for the increased sewage whi 
it is proposed to send down into the Illinois 
River. 

A free and full discussion was had, several 
outsiders being present. ©. M. Norton of 
Lockport was in, favor of the Prendergast 
idea of making a channel to 'the Summit large 
enough to take 300,000 cubic feet of water and 
then ‘using pumps, while Messrs. John Arnold 
of Lockport and Tom H. Riley pf Joliet were 
in favor of the Cooley 600,000 cubic feet proj- 
ect. They thought that the 300,000 feet 
would be a bad thing for the people in 
the valley.' Cooley and the chief engineer of 
the Drainage Board thought so too and fa- 
vored the 600,000 feet plan. 

President Wenter said that he shoul carry 
out the law as be understood it and as Cooley 
interpreted it. doing his best to live up to it 
in every particular.’ The discussion took a 
wide range, but, as usual, 
reached, the Canal Commissioners: being de- 
sirous of consulting their attorney and getting 
his opinion as to certain legal points. They 
expressed themselves as being willing to deal 
fairly with the Chicago people, but they would 
give no opinion as to what they would do until 
they had consulted their attorney. 

The main question with the Canal Trustees 
was, how the enlargement of the canal to the 
desired size would affect certain leases which 
they had made and certain privileges which 
they kad granted. The canal now is sixty feet 
wide and the State, owns a strip of land on 
each side of ninety feet. This makes the 
width of the whole strip owned by the State 
240 feet. If the canal is enlarged to the pro- 
posed dimensions more land will be needed 
on each side. Instead of the 240 feet there 
will be need of 700 or 800. If this additional 
land is to bé acquired there will be many con- 
demnation suits to be looked after and many 
other perplexing questions to settle, Be- 
sides this the strips ‘of land along the 
sides of the canal have been leased for various 
purposes. If the canal is enlarged these leases 
will have to be looked after and those making 
them compensated for any losses which they 
may be obliged to sustain. Moreover, many 
bridges have been built over the canal and 
these will have to be removed without loss to 
the owners. With all these questions before 
them the Canal Trustees would give nodefinite 
answer as to what'they would do, but took the 
matter under advisement and. will report at a 
later day. 

The conference adjourned to meet at the 
call of the Canal Trustees, which wili. prob- 
abiy be in the course of three or four weeks.

THOUSANDS WAITING ON THE BORDER 


Ready for the Grand Kush to the Cheyenne 
and Arap:hoe Lands, 

Hidains, Tex., April 8.—A troop of United 
States cavalry has arrived here and is pa- 
trolling the west line of the Cheyenne and 
Arapahoe Reservation. The towns on the east- 
ern border of Oklahoma, whence a start may 
be made for the new lands, have become so 
crowded as to arouse the fear that all may not 
be able to secure a claim. Many ave com- 
ing to this point, the nearest railroad 
town on the western border of the 
coveted lands. Prospective settlers are 
flocking hither in great crowds. The lands in 
the western part of the new country are ex- 
ceptionally fertile and are traversed by numer- 
ous streams. Along the rivers are broad, fer- 
tile bottoms which support a good growth of 
timber and luxuriant growth of grass. Horses 
and ponies can be buught here at reasonable 
prices now. Hotel accommodations are com- 
paratively good and supplies are held at only 
moderate prices. The rush has only just com- 
menced, ‘Che soldiers are kept busy warnmg 
mtruders on the lands and preventing them 


from slipping in and lvcating the more choice | 


claims. Nearly all the prospective settlers 
understand tne penalties whieh follow *‘soon- 
ering. 

Canapian, Tex., April 8.—The excitement 
increases here uver the anticipated opening of 
the Cheyenne and Arapahoe Reservation.

Sr. Pauz, Minn., April 8.—Ever since the 
arrival of regular soldiers at Brown’s Val- 
ley, Minn., last week there has been no ef- 
fort made by the Indian police to guard the 
border and the soldiers remain close in camp. 
The chances to get on the reservation during 
this time have been good, and hundreds of 
landseekers have gone to look at land the last 
few days. Today ten loads in all have gone 
out. The two troops of cavalry are camped 
near the main road to the reservation. 
Troops were immediately ordered to follow 
and boring them back. Some of the teams 
were overhauled and have returned, but a few 
of them must be fifteen miles out by . this 
time, and if the cavalry is seen in time they 
may lead them a long chase. The troops 
will probably remain in camp until within a 
day of the opening, when the boundary will 
be guarded as best it can by the 200 soldiers. 
The town is filling up rapidly with prospectors 
and hoinesteaders, and the rush is weil com- 
menaced. Hundreds arrive on every train, 
and long strings of covered wagons find camp- 
ing places along the river.

OBIO’S ACREAGE AND PROSPECTS. 


The Condition of the Wheat Crop Is Only 
Fair—The Amount of Wheat Held. 

CotumsBus, 0., April 8&—([Special.|—The 
Secretary of the State Board of Agriculture 
furnishes the following concerning the winter 
wheat prospect: Nov. 1 last an estimate was 
made of the area of wheat seeded for the 
harvest of 1892, the result being 2,795,215 acres, 
against 2,613,281 acres seeded for the 1891 
harvest, as reported by Township Assessors. 
lt will be observed’ there is an 
estimated increase over last year of 
about 180,000 acres, which, on an average 
yield,would represent nearly 3,000,000 bushels, 
but on the other hand the condition of wheat 
is so low and many field« are so nearly ruined 
that there will be considerable plowing up, so 
that the actual harvest will in all probability 
show even a less acreage than the harvest of 
last year. 

The average condition of wheat for the State 
is estimated at 69 per cent of a full average. 
Basing calculations upon an average acre 
for harvest and comparing with a fair yie eld 
we have at present a prospective crop of 
about 22,000,000 bushels. ‘The result of plow- 
ing up may, however, leave us less than an 
average acreage for harvest and a correspond- 
ing reduction in total yield. The present low 
condition of wheat is attributed to drought 
and unfavorable cenditions of soil at. seeding 
time, in consequence of which the plant did 
not secure 2 good start or a good stand, and 
many fields were not able to fully withstand 
the winter freezes. 

A favorable April, with sufficient warm 
rains, will improve present conditions and 
may relieve to a certain extent some fields 
now thought to be badly winter-killed. Twen- 
ty-three per cent of the wheat crop of 1891 is 
estima as being still in the ‘producers’ 
hands. This represents about 10,000,000 
bushels. The amount on hand is unusually 
large and may be accounted for by the fact 
that last year all farm crops were compara- 
tively good; in no instance was there an ex- 
cessive failure; hence, Owingto a hope for 
better prices, wheat was held back and other 
abundant clops marketed instead.

OPPONENTS OF SUNCAY CLOSING. 


Allan Moon and Others Claim Congress 
Has No Authority to Interfere. 

Wasuineton, D. C., April 8.—Yesterday the 
advocates of Sunday closing of the World’s 
Fair made their arguments before the House 
World’s Ffir committee, and today the oppo- 
sition was heard, Allan Moon ofthe National 
Liberty Association, a resident of Chicago, ad- 
vocated adherence to the doctrine of non-in- 
terference by the government in religious 
matters and the separation of church and 
state. He doubted that the gentlemen who 
favored Sunday closing yesterday represented 
the sentiment ofthe majority of the religious 
people of the country on the question, and he 
denied that the labor organizations had peti- 
tioned Congress in favor of closed doors. 
From an investigation made by him in this 
| connection he had not discovered-an organi- 

zation favoring the movement, and, indeéd, 
some of them were diainetrically opposed to it. 

W. H. McKee, editor of the Sentinel of New 
York, said the regulation of Sunday closing 
was a matter to be dealt with by the place 
where the business is transacted, and it was 
not the duty of Congress to say whether the 
Fair should be closed Sunday or any other 
cay. As the United States did not own the. 


He was of opinion that the au- 
thority of Congress could be invoked only in 
matters relating to the industrial exhibit of 
the government. The matter of special re- 
strictions and regulations to be placed upon

BANK AT THE EXPOSITION GROUNDS. 


Proposition to Have a Branch of Some 
National Institution Located There. 

Wasninerons, D. C., April 8.—[Special. }— 
Representative Hopkins has receifed a letter 
from the World’s Fair authorities giving the 
- opinion that it will be a great convenience to 
many persons if banking facilities; are pro- 
vided upon the Exposition grounds during the 
two years subsequent to next June. As this 
purpose could not be accomplished under the 
existing law the draft of aspecial act was 
forwarded to Mr. Hopkius and introduced by 
him in the House. He has requested the 
Committee on Banking and Currency to give 
the matter prompt attention, so that if possi- 
ble the proposed branch bank may be ready 
for business soon after the beginning of the 
next fiscal year. The bill provides that any 
national bank located in the City of Chicago, 
which may be designated by the World’s 
Columbian Exposition to conduct a banking 
ofce upon the Exposition grounds be 
authorized to conduct such office as a 
branch of the bank. subject to the same 
restrictions and having the same rights 
as the bank to which it belongs; provided 
that the branch office shall not be operated 
longer than two years, beginning not earlier 
than July 1, 1892, and closmg not later than 
July 1, 1894.

‘OFF FOR WASHINGTON 


THE CONGRESSIONAL COMMITTEE 
FINISHES ITS INVESTIGATION.

Chief of Construction Burnham Attacks Di- 
rector-General Davis and by Vote of the 
_Committee His Remarks Are Stricken 
from the Record — Reprimanded by 
Chairman Dockery—All Satisfied with 
the Result of the Inquiries Made—De- 
tails of the Last Day’s Session. 


Congressman Dockery anil the other mem- 
bers of the Congressional Investigating com- 
mitteee bought coupon tickets over the Penn- 
sylvania railroad and left at 5 o’clock yester- 
day afternoon for Washington, taking along 
the largest assortment of World’s Fair litera- 
ture ever gathered together since the inception 
of the organization. There is enough material 
in the notes of the stenographer to make 1,500 
pages of type-written matter and to make a 
book of 1,000 pages. There is not only enough 
to make such a book, but it is going into such 
form and every member of Congress will get 
this information with the recommendation of 
the committee before the World’s Fair bill is 
brought up for final action. | 

The work of the committee has been most 
thorovgh. Every department has been looked 
into with a thoroughness that has alarmed the 
officers and chiefs of departments. There has 
been an overhauling of accounts that has 
breught to light every detail, and the members 
of the committee now know as much as it is 
possible to learn through the examination of 
witnesses, , 

As has been stated betore the officials of the 
World’s Fair had not counted on anything so 
thorough in the way of an examination, They 
had the questions which Mr, Dockery had sent 
on in advance, and when Mr. Baker had com- 
pleted his list of answers it was thought the 
examination had been partially concluded be- 
fore the com mittee’s arrival, and that all that 
remained would bea drive or two through J ack- 
son Park, a few réceptions, and a banquet. 

Not so, however. The members of the com- 
mittee reacnea Unicago a week ago last Tues- 
day. They filled the first part of the program 
—they drove through Jackson Park, but that 
ended it. Invitations to.be dined and wined 
were refused, and the cigars they smoked even 
were paid for out of their individual pockets, 
or charged up in the laundry §ac- 
count returned to the Sergeant-at-Arms. 
Each man paid for the shining of his own 
shoes, for messenger’s hire, and when Mr. 
Dockery put on his snuff-colured overcoat yes- 
terday afternoon he drew some official-look- 
ing drafts from the inside pocket and made 
out one on the Sergeant-at-Arms of the House 
of Representatives te pay the score of the 
committee at the Auditorium, And then they 
walked out to the curb and took their places 
in two sorry-looking hacks and gave up 50 
cents a head to get over to the Pennsylvania 
depot.

Though they made a searching and a thorough 
examination into the ways of the World’s

was astonished at the great amount of work 
already accomplished. and I will sound its 
praises everywhere I go. I ¢annot, however, 
anticipate the commuittee’s report,” 

The morning session of the committee de- 
veloped a little unpleasantness ‘between Di- 
rector-General Davis and Chief of Construc- 
tion Burnham to the evident horror of the 
members of the committee, The trouble 
came to a'head when Mr. Davis had finished 
with his pro-forma estimates made on the di- 
rect request of the members of the’ commit- 
tee. Mr.' Davis had: reduced the estimates 
from those of Mr. Burnham as given in the 
answer of! President Baker, to the questions 
propounded by Chairman Dockery. The 
sum total of Mr. Burnha:n’s various estimates 
was $22,226,403. Mr. Davis in his estimates 
gave the total expenses from the beginning to 
the winding up of the affairs of the corpora- 
tion at $20,000,000—a difference of $2,226,403 — 
and when he had done Mr. Burnham got on 


his feet, and, despite the efforts of the Chair- . 


man to shut him off, he said: 
P Attack on Mr. Davis, 

‘‘Mr. Davis has nut been to see me or any 
of my people, and any figures he has given he 
has jumped at. He knows nothing about the 
matter.” : | 

‘*T object to any such remarks addressed 
toa witness before this committee.’’ said 
Chairman Dockery, *‘and I will ask that Mr. 
Burnham withdraw his remark.”” _ 

Mr. Burnham was obstinate, however, and 
only on the express request of tthe Chairman 
would he make any changes in his rerharks. 
And when he did it was notin the vature of 
an apology to Mr. Davis.

Davis as not knowing anything about the 
matter. The committee thought, however, 
such an outburst should not appear in the 
printed document, and on motion the whole 
of Mr. Burnham’s statement was ordered ex- 
punged from the records.

The Chairman of the House Committee on 
Territories reported favorably a bill providing for 
the appointinent of a commission to see that Utah 
is sprowerty represented at the Exposition. The 
bill appropriates $50,000 to defray expenses. This 
amount is to be met by increasing the taxation 
rate of the Territory from 2 mills to 2% mills on 
the dollar. 

The State World’s Fair Commission of Michi- 

gan elected Superintendents of each department 
of exhibits as follows: J. J. Woodruff, Agricult- 
ure; Charles N. Garfield, Forestry; Samuel P.

_ Wediesday eighty-five members of the Nanonal 
Commission, including alternates, began their 
sixth session in the City Council Chamber. The 
attendance was unusually large. 

The Commission took up the Sunday question 
and decided to set apart the secend day of the 
next session for a general hearing for those who 
wish to advocate either the opening or the clos- 
ing of the Fair on Sunday. As there is a motion 
pending to have the next session begin Oct. 5, it 
appears that on.the 6th ‘everybody will be 
given a chance to talk.

A Feature of the Week. 


One of the leading features during the last 
week has been the investigation conducted by the 
Congressional World’s Fair committee. Its ef- 
forta have resulted in giving it a clearer idea of 
Exposition matters perhaps than any single 
World’s Fair official possesses. In one or two in- 
stances the commission found where estimates 
might be reduced. It has failed to discover any 
dishonesty or extravagance in the disbursement 
of funds up to date. |

ALEX. VANCE HAS BEEN FOUND GUILTY 


One of the Assailants of Mayor Hobbs of 
Benton Harbor Convicted. 

8.—[Speciai. ]}—The 
trial of Alex. Vance, colore¢, indicted jointly 
with Lew Rabb for the murderous assault on 
Mayor Hobbs of Benton Harbor, has just 
closed in the Circuit Court.

She also testi- 
fied that a gambling house was run by Rabb 
and Vance. Vance's attempt to prove an alibi 
was a complete failure.

exclusively by posts, With the experience 
gained by post garrisons this year with the 
néw dnli regulations it is hoped to have;the 
troops in condition fora large concentration 
next year, when field operations of a com pre- 
hensive character will be undertaken. Fear- 
ing too great exactions im upon 
troops would cause the work to degenerate 
into a dull, intolerable task, lay the seeds of 
discouragement, and in the end defeat the ob- 
ject in view, it is proposed to adopt a regular 
program of systematic aad scientific recrea- 
tion as an essential part of the routine garri- 
son duty. ‘Two half-days in each week will be 
devoted to athletic sports, 

These new instructions will be promulgated 
within the next fortnight. The desire is to 
have them pushed vigorously, especially 
among the large Western posts from which 
troops will be drawn for the World’s Fair. 
The authorities are figuring on about 4,000 
troops for coéperation with the imilitia at the 
Exposition. will be drawn from Forts 
Riley and Leavenworth, Kansas; Niobrara, 
Omaha, and Robinson, Nebraska; Logan, 
Colorado; DL. A. Russell, Wyoming; and. sev- 
eral other Western posts where full regiments 
are located. 

The army authorities are considerably exer- 
cised iest the parsimonious action of the 
House in dealing with appropriations for 
transportation purposes will defeat the muili- 
tary project outlined for the World’s Fair.

The Senate Donates $100,000 for Subsist- 
ence of Veterxns to the Encampment. 

Wasuinetos, D. C., April 8-—-After the 
routine morning business the consideration of 
the District Appropriation bi/l was, resumed, 
the question being upon the appropriation for 
entertaining the National Rncampment of the 
G. A. R. 

The question was on Mr. Cockrell’s amend- 
ment to Mr. McMillan’s substitute (appro- 
priating $100,000 for the purpose) requiring 
the amount to be paid exclusively out of the 
revenues of the District of Columbia, A vote 
was taken on Mr. Cockrell’s amendment and 
it was rejected—yeas, 17; nays, 32. 

Mr. Quay offered a resolution restricting 
the use of the appropriation to subsistence 
and quarters of the visiting soldiers, exclud- 
ing those se ip in the District. It was 
agreed to—yeas, 43; nays, 5.

One Introduced in the House for Mr.

Wasuinerton, D, C., April 8.—Mr. McCreary 
in 
Springer a bill to authorize the hoiding of an 
International Monetary Congress. The bill 
covers all the details of the congress. It pro- 
vides that the congress shall meet ih Chicago 
Aug. 8, 1893, and continue in session at the 
will of the majority. Twenty-one delegutes 
are to represent the United States; seven to be 
chosen by the President; seven by the 
President of the Senate, and seven by 
the Speaker of the House, The 
President’s appointees are to be 
citizens not holding office; the others are to be 
Senators and Represeyhatives. The appoint- 
nents are to be divided as equally as possible 
The Secretary 
of State and the Director of the Mint are to be 
additional delegates. The President is au- 
thorized to invite foreign governments to send 
representatives, each government to deter- 
mine the number of its representatives, but to 
be entitled to only one vote. The Secretary 
of State is to call the congress to order and is 
to preside,until a permanent officer 1s elected. 


PERMISSION FOR ANOTHER BRIDGE, 


Favorable Action Recommended for One 


on the Southwest Boulevard. 


Favorable action was recommended by the 
Chief of Engineers today on a proposition 
looking to the construction of another bridge 
across the Chicago River. Permission was 
asked to build anew bridge over the west 
fork of the South Branch of the Chicago 
River on the Southwest boulevard. The Park 
Commissioners of West Chicago, headed by 
President H. L. Thompson, are the pro- 
moters of the project, which, it is claimed in 
the papers presented, is an absolute necessity. 

Secretary Elkins has assumed personal 
supervision of all river and harbor affairs in 
the War Department, and it is likely that the 
permit in accordance with law will be granted 
early oext week.

Senator McMillan Introduces Resolutions 
to Determine the Question. 

Wasuineton, D.C., April 8&—|[Special.!— 
Senator McMillan of Michigan wants light 
shed on the treaty of 1817.; He introduced 
two resolutions this afternoon with that end m 
view. One of them calls on the Secretary of 
the Navy to infurm the Senate whether any 
bids forthe new vessels authorized by Cop- 
gress have been rejected for other reasons 
than the usual ones, and if so: what bids, ete, 
The purpose of this resolation is to bring out 
the fact that the bid made by ex-Congress- 
man Wheeler’s Bay City ship-building firm, 
for one of the ‘new vessels, was not 
accepted, though it was the lowest. The rea- 
son was that the Secretary of the Navy did not 
care to award the contract to a firm on tne 
lakes and thus raise the question whether it 
could bé done under the treaty of 1817, The 
navy has agreed with the State Department 
that the treaty was not abrogated by the action 
of Congress during President Lincoln's ad- 
ministration, while the Treasury officials have 
held the opposite view. The second resolution 
of Senator McMillan asks information from 
the Secretary of Stata as to the diplomatic cor- 
respondénce on the subject. of the treaty, 
whether steps have been taken to make it 
more effective, and so on. 


SOME RESULTS OF RECIPROCITY,

MR. SKALLERUP. RAISES A STORM | 
| Unpleasantness Hetween Leadin 


IN THE COUNTY BOARD, 


His Brother Commissioners Give Voice to 
Some Vigorous Ideas Regarding the Em- 
ployment of Men—More Police Changes 
in Contemplation—Possible Effect of the 
Official Count on the City Counci!l~The 
Figures—Groggery Keepers Enraged by 
Ald, Madden's Ordinance, 

Labor’s champion in the County Board re- 
ceived a severe shaking yp in the Public Ser- 
vice committee of the board at yesterday's 
meeting, and after Commissioner .Ballard had 
gotten through with him Mr, Skallerup 
dropped into his chair and had nothing more 
to say for the rest of the day. The interesting 
debate on the rights of labor and the labor 
agitator found its origin in a communicat‘on 
which was referred by the board to the com- 
mittee. This communication follows: 

At the last regular meeting of this assembly I 
was instructed to cail your attention to_a resolu- 
tion adopted by your predecessors in office which 
stipulated that all mechanics employed on county 
work shouid be union men only. his resolation 
is being continually violated. We have com- 
plaints from several unions in hand, among others 
from Painters’ Union No 191, stating that the in- 
mates at the Dunning institution work with one 
hired mechanic at painting. We sincerely hope 
your honorable body will take some means to 
rectify these wrongs done to organized labor.

An effort was made toglace the communi- 
cation on file at once, but Mr. Skallerup ob- 
jected strenuously. “ {t 1s not fair to organ- 
ized labor,”’ he said, “to let men who are oc- 
cupants of the poor farm and asylum do the 
work of men who make their living by doing 
such work, If a man is able to earn a paint- 
er’s salary he should not be allowed in the 


poor farm.” 

“T agree with you,” said Commissioner 
Ballard; * but if that man works under your 
rules he must be paid $3 a day when perhaps 
he is not worth 50 cents. If he doesn’t he 


must starve,” 

Com missioner Stafford jumped into the gap 
and explained that the men employed at 
Dunning cre crazy men, who were tractable 
when allowed to work and who fought if they 
were not allowed to labor. They did good 
work, but had to be watched constantly, and 
would be dangerous men if turned loose on 
the community. 

‘*T agree with Mr. Skallerup,’”’ said Com- 
missioner Ballard, again jumping to his feet. 
“Tf there is a man in the poor farm who is 
able to earn his living he should be turned 
out. ButI do not agree with Mr. Skaileru 
in all his views. I have at my house, and 
have no doubt others of you have at yours, old 
flint-lock muskets with which my ancestors 
fought for the privilege of doing as they 
pleased, for independence of individual ac- 
tion. You, Mr. Skallerup, in your rules, deny 
every man the privilege of doing as he pleases. 
A man may come to me for a job upona 
building I am constructing. I hire him at 
your price, say $3 a day. I find he is not 
worth 50 cents and at night I discharge him, 
Immediately every other workman I have de- 
clares he will net work. Your rules are un- 
reasonable, outragevus, sir. I protest with 
all the energy of my ancestors against i®,”’

Stauber on the Warpath. 

Commissioper Stauber was also on the war- 

ath yesterday. The question of forfeiting J. 
y Kelly’s contract for furnishing to the poor 
of the county came up on a resolution offered 
to the board by Commissioner Hoffman and 
referred to the committee, “County Agent 
Williamson specified numerous incidents 
where coal was nut delivered as ordered, and 
one affidavit that the coal deliverd was of 
short weight.

Attorney Henry. Mr. Henry says be has had 
under consideration the requisitions of Fran- 
cis Walker and Edgar Terhune for the pay- 
ment of services rendered by W. W. Boying- 
ton, L. D, Cleveland, M. R. Schock, and C, f. 
Stiles, the commission of architects selected 
to examine and report upon the work alleged 
to have been done by Henry L. Holland and 
the American Stone and Brick Preserving 
company under whatis known as the paint 
and putty contract upon the Court-House. 
“It appears from these requisitions,’’ writes 
Mr. Henry, *‘ as well as from the information 
which I have gathered from the architects 
nained, that these men were employed by Mr. 
Terhune (whether with authority from the 
beard [.am not advised) to make an examina- 
tion of. the Court-House with a view to testify- 
ing upon the trial of the suits now pending 
against the county to recover for work al- 
leged to iave been done under that contract, 
and .it appears that these men did, in pursu- 
ance of such employment, make a careful ex- 
amination of the work, and from such exami- 
nation of the work I feel assured will be able 
to furnish valuable testimony when the suits 
are tried ; and such being the case I am at a 
loss to understand why this bill was not paid 
some time ago. The services were evidently 
rendered in good faith and in my judgment 
will undoubtedly prove valuable upon the 
trinl of the suits above referred to,” 

He says furtber that he believes the charge 
made not unreasonable and advises its pay- 
ment. He suggests that the sum of $125 
apiece be allowed. The recommendation was 
concurred in. :

Omo Keeps His Contract. 

The special committee to examine into J, 
M. Omo’s meat contracts covered the whole 
field of contracts for quarterly supplies in its 
report, which is as follows: **‘ We recommend 
that the contract with J. M. Omo be contin 
ued, and further that the Superiotendent of 
Publi¢ Service be directed to notify all re- 
ceivers of his goods at the institutions as well 
as of all other goods of contractors for sup- 
plies to reject, all goods not in accordance 


with the spir:t and purpose of their contracts 


and specifications, and lay such rejected goods 
aside and immediately notify the Superin- 
tendent of Pablic Service, and charge the 
samme back to the contractor subject to the 
decision of the Superintendent of Public Serv- 
ice.” , 

The report was the subject of much discus- 
Sion, several of the Commissioners arguing 
that rejected goods should at once be sent 
back and not laid aside. Mr. Nelson. said 
that when Honig’s meat was set aside the 
meat spoiled and the county had to pay for 
it. Commissioner Stauber argued that the 
rejected goods should be kept for evidence.

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MOUNT TO INTER-STATE LAW, . 


The Western Association Roads Prohibited 
from Using the Reduced Ohio River 


Rates for Basing Purposes—Passengers 
Must Pay More than the Combined Locals 
—Busenbark’s Sound Opinion—The West- 
ern Presidents Tired of Jay Gould’s Dic- 


tation—Railway News. 

General Passenger Agent Eustis of the Bur- 
lington a day or two ago sent a communica- 
tion to Chairman Finley of the Western Pas- 
senger Association informmg him that he is 
authoritatively advised that there are several 
lines in the Western Passenger Association 
which have furnisned supplement No. 2 to 
Chicago rate sheet to their agents with the 
idea of having the sawwe used for basing pur- 
poses. He submits a copy ot the supplement, 
which quotes reduced rates recently placed in 
effect from Chicago and Indianapolis and 
Ohio River points. 

Mr. Eustis asks whether such action is not 
in opposition to Western Passenger Associa- 
tion legislation as set forth in Circular 1,004. 
‘In reply Chairman Fintey states that the 
proposition having been submitted to use the 
rates referred to in supplement No. 2 to the 
Chicago rate sheet No.208 for basing pur- 
poses, and having been negotiated under the 
rules, the use of such rates for basing pur- 
poses by lines members of the Western Pas- 
senger Association is therefore unauthorized, 
except such as were authorized as measures of 
relief under Art. 8 of the agreement. Chair- 
man Finley hopes, therefore, that members 
of the association will refrain from disre- 
garding their association obligations with re- 
spect to the use of the unauthorized rates. 

Traftic Manager Busenbark of the Chicago, 
St. Paul and Kansas City sent a Ccomimunica- 
tion to Chairman Finley April 1 with regard 
to this matter in which he says: 

It occurs tu me that in order to bring about 
equality it is your duty as Chairman to either 
authorize lines to use the rates tendered by the 
Ohio River lines as basing rates or issue a rule 

robibiting our lines from ticket through. 

Inless you do this we are certainly in contempt 
nter-State Commerce law, which I con- 
sider to be more of an offense than to be in con- 
tempt of association rules. These pcs me her 
tendered by Ohio River lines are r tariff 
rates and to charge a passenger mere than the 
sum of the locals, for example, St. Paul to Cin- 
cinnati, would be an infraction of the law, which 
we desire to avoid. I hardly think the Chairman 
can stand upon apy technical clauses in the agree- 
ment in connection with matters of this kin

Several of 
the roads, as will be seen by Mr. Hustis’ let- 
ter, have already put in effect the reduced 
rates as basing rates, and other roads will be 
compelled to dv the same, if they mean to get 
their share of the business. Mr. Finiley’s 
arbitrary rulings do more than anything else 
to create the impression that those railroad 
associations are pools got up for the purpose 
of “squeezing” the public. Mr. Busenbark 
is right in saying that to charge the public 
higher rates than the roads between Chicago 
and Ohio River pomts demand is a violation 
of the Inter-State law. The Western roads 
have no right to charge more than tariff rates, 
which Finley rules they must do. Chairman 
Finley takes the pvsition that he is charged 
with enforcing the association agreement and 
has nothing whatever to do with the Inter- 
State law. Hereis a chance for the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission tu assert its 
authority and teach the lesson to the Chair- 
man of the Western Passenger Association 
that the law of the country is paramount to 


an association agreement. 


TIRED OF JAY GOULD’S DICTATION.

The indications are that the postponed meet- 
ing of the Advisory Board of the Western 
Traffic “Association, to be held im New York 
May 10, will prove a fizzle. The refusal of 
Jay Gould to come to Chicago and attend the 
meeting April 12 and his inducing others to 
stay away to prevent a quorum has had a 
rather depressing effect on some of the West- 
ern railway Presidents, as it shows clearly 
that Gould’s intention is to rule or ruin.

The South Carolina 
railway is $25,430 short, and the Wilmington, 
Columbia and Augusta $23,869 short. The net 
decrease in total earnings for the eight months 
ending Feb, 29, 1892, as compared with the 
corresponding months of 1890.’91, is $426,496.

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“ Money, Silver, and Finance.” By J. How, 
ard Cowvperthwait. 

This isa very timely volume and it was our 
desire to call attention to it before Congress 
had decided its attitude toward the silver 
question. But history makes itself so rapidly 
that the warnings which financial writers 
utter against dangefous doctrines on the cur- 
reney are very soon out of date. But, not- 
withstanding the setback which free coinage 
has just recerved at Washington, the volume 
before us has not lost its interest or vseful- 
ness. The silver snake, though scotched, is 
not yet killed, and the problems which the 
present agitation reveals will not be solved by 
the mere failure of Congress to pass the_Biand 
bill. The silver question will remain to dis- 
turb our national politics until it is solyed and 


solved rightly. 
_ Mr. Cowperthwait’s bodk will ao more than 
the temporary service of enlightening the pub- 
lic in regard to its duties respecting the free- 
silver fight of the present Congress. It cah 
impart information which is very much 
needed. It is unfortunate, however, that this 
information is not likely to reach those who 
need it most, Unsound views in relation to 
the curreney are notably rife among the mid- 
die classes, especially the agricultural com- 
munities. But the arguments here presented 
are beyond the comprehertsion of these classes. 
They are clear enough, tobe sure, but they 
demand a trained Tntelligehce and a well- 
stored mind. In order to produce thé best 
resuits the discussion should have been re- 
duced to its elementary terms. The great 
majority of people require the simplest posst- 
ble statements and illustrations of economic 
roblems. Apart from this defect, ‘however,

Mr.| Cowperthwait 
shows that the fall of prices cannot be attrib- 
uted to the decreased production of gold, 
tecause there has been no such decline, except 
where new resources have been discovered, or 
where production has been increased | by the 
aid of mechanical improvements. The next

or Class”’ is very suggestive. The author ex- 
plains that the phrase ‘“‘aebtor class”’ is not al- 
ways aclear one. The advocates of silver are 
ree appealing to this class, and 
delud them with the hope that free 
silver will help them to pay their debts -by 
making seventy cents go as far as a dollar. 
But Mr. Cowperthwait very forcibly shows 
that a very large number of debtors are also 
creditors. Perhaps the majority of them 
are creditors to the full extent of their in- 
debtedness, 80 numerous and $0 closely con- 
nected are the disbursing and distributing 
agents of the business world, At any rate, the 
assertion is probably true of all except land- 
owners. Hence, it follows thatfree silver 
would leave all classes, except land-owners, 
precisely where they are at present. Out- 
standing balances on both sides of the ac- 
count would be subject to a discount of 30 
per cent, the net result remaining unchagged, 
since assets and liabilities are presumably 
équal.. The land-owners themselves would 
find the eost of all that they buy results nt in 
the same ratio ay their power to liquidate in- 
debtedness. e regret that Mr. Cowper- 
thwait bas not pushed this argument with 
greater pe nce. 

Mr. Cowperthwait produces a table showing | 
the relative production of gold and silver 
since 1855, by which it ap that the in- 
crease in the production Pot silver has been 
enormous. His design was to, slow the dan- 
ger of coining silver in the ratio of 16to1 on 
account of the modification which has taken 
place in the value of the metal. But from 
these very figures, dexterously manipulated, 
an opponent might construct an argument 
which Mr, Cowperthwait has not anticipated. 
His tables are us follows, expressed in rim

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The diwtine 4 in n the production of gold from 
1855 to 1890 is shown by this table to be 12 per 
cent, The advocates of silver claim, as previ- 
ously indicated, that the fall in general prices 
is due to the fact that the production of gold 
has not kept pace with production in general. 
This is only to say that the underproduction 
of gold is the eause of the decline in prices. 
But it does not occur to the free-silver fanatic 
that it is quite as rational to attribute the ef- 
fect to the overproduction of silver. It is 
true that the production of gold has declined, 
but it is also true that the production of sil- 
ver, according to the same statistics, has in- 
creased over 400 per cent. It is absurd to at- 
tribute the whole effect to the 12 per cent de- 
cline in gold production when the increase. of 
the silver production has been 415 per cent. 
And this conclusion is fortified when we look 
at the table and see that the production of 
gold from 1883 to 1889 increased nearly 24 e 


‘cent, after a decline from 1855 to 1883 of 27 


per cent, while the increase in the production 
of silver has been continuous. 

Now the fall in general prices since 1883 has 
been nearly as great as in the preceding pe- 
riod, an effect which could not -have taken 
place if the principles of the free-silver men 
are well founded. Agdin, it is absurd to re- 
tain the ratio between the two metals at 16 to 
1,.when the ratio of production has changed 
from 100:40 in 1855 to 100:148 in 1890, In 
1855 the value of the silver product was only 
30 per cent of the value of the gold product, 
while in 1890 it whs 143 per cent. This 
being the case, one wonders why the 
relative values at the present moment are 
not much greater than 2itol. According to 
the toregoing figures the proportion should be 
about 85to 1. This wwuld probably be the 
actaal rate but for the enormous increase of 
the credit system of exchange. Mr. Wells 
shows that about 95 per cent of the present 
business of the world is transacted by means 


of drafts, checks, and bills of exchange, which - 


require neither gold nor silver coin to strike 
the balance of trade. The existeiuce of this 


‘compensating force between the ratios of gold 


and silver might have been used as an argu- 
ment to show why silver is not cheaper than 
it is and why the demand for gold is not so 


great as the free-silver advocate supposes. . 


But the author has neglected his Peers 
at this point. book would have been 
much stronger for a. fuller pg" of this 
aspect of the subject, even at the sacrifice of 
other portsons of the work. 

The closing chapters are inferior in value 
and interest to the remainder of the book. 
They are rade up of newspaper articies, and 
were originally aimed at Senator Stewart of 
Nevada. The arguments are such as apply 
only to existing conditions of business and 
have little bearing upon any permanent solu- 
tion of the problem. One other. feature de- 
serves attention. It is Mr. Cowperthwait’s 
warning to the politicians. He reminds them 
that free-silver coina will force the 
retirement of all other reforms, and 
that all parties will be obliged in that event 
to sink their differences in a common Strug- 
gle against the cyclonic fury of a gold panic, 
which is sure to occur if the fanatics have 
their way.

While making her experiment she alls 
in love with a “* picturesquely erotic” fellow, 
and is on$the point of eloping with him, but 
abandons the idea on learning that her tem pt- 
er isnot a virtuous person. All this she 
promptly explains to her husband, who re- 
sponds in a grateful and spasmodic letter ‘in 
which he invites her to resume her wifely 
i functions. There is much Ibsenish denuncia- 
tion of the treatment of wives by their hus- 
bands, and of mistaken theories of female ed- 
ucation. _ The peculiar character of this con- 
jugal correspondence may be owing to the 
fact that the lady’ *s letters are written by Mr.

** Christ Versus Christianity. The Christian 
Church Cross-Examined by a Modern Law- 
yer,’’ who does not give his name. As might 
be expected, this writer expresses a severe 
judgment against the aoctrines and character 
of the Christian church, while he professes a 
high estimate of the teachings of Christ him- 
self. This mode of representation is not un- 
conmon at the present day. The author's 
view is develuped in his closing chapter on re- 
ligion. After excluding from the essentials 
of religion all definable beliefs and; worship, 
he says it is “simply this—a perpetual reach- 
ing out for the iceal,’’ the ideal which each 
man has formed or adopted as the object or 
end of life.’’ The author of such a definition 
of religion should give his name and claim 
the credit which belongs to him. (American 
Elzevir company.)

They 
are pendant from the beak of an eagle and 
bear across their face the following: 
“* Awarded for bravery in rescuing A man 
and boy from drowning July 24, 1891.”’ The 
commandant.at the fort was notified of the 
receipt of the medals, and a day will be set 
for the ceremony of presentation.

SHE TALKED OF OLD TIMES. 


How George Washington’s Mother Greeted 
Him After His Success at Yorktown. 

When the tidings of the splendid success at 
Yorktown were brought direct from the Gen- 
eral to his mother, she was moved to an ex- 
clamation of fervent thanksgiving: * Thank 
God! the war is ended, and we shall be blessed 
with peace, happiness, and indepenience, for 
at last our country is free.” Shortly after the 
surrender of Cornwallis Washington left 
Yorktown with a brilliant suite of French 
and American officers and started upon 
his journey to Philadelphia, stopping 
on the way at Fredericksburg to visit 
his mother. It was nearly seven years 
since he had last seen her face; he left 
Mount Vernon in May, 1775, and did not re- 
turn tillthe autumn of 1781. Now that the 
time of meeting drew near his mother was 
serene, but very quiet, only siniling to herself 
oftener than si But it was not the hero 
crowned that filled her thoughts, but the son 
who, after years of absence and danger, was 
coming back to her. Nov. 11, 1781, the Town 
of Fredericksburg was all aglow with joy and 
revelry, Washi n, “inthe midst of his 
numerous and brilliant suite,”” wrote Mr. Cus- 
tis, “* sent to apprise her [his mother] of his 
arrival and to boas when it would be her 
pleasure to receive him, . . . Alone and 
on foot the General-in-Chief of the com- 
bined armies of France and Amer- 
ica,”’ he goes on to say in the gran- 
diloquent style of the day, “‘the deliverer of 
his country, the hero of the hour, repaired to 
pay his humble tribute, of duty to her whom 

e venerated as the author of his being,’’ etc. 
When the warm embrace of greeting was over, 
looking into his face with earnest, close ob- 
servance, her eyes enkindled with materna! 
love, she said tenderly. ‘‘ You are growing old, 
George ; care and toil have been making marks 
in your face since I saw it last.’’ Her voice is 
said to have been singularly sweet, and he 
loved its cadence as she called him by naine. 
She inquired as. to his health, and she spoke 
much “‘ofold times and old. friends, but of 
his glory not one word.’’—Mrs. Elia Baspett

the packing-room, there workrooms, with 
squadrons of girls sewing and handling piles of 
silk on long tables under the superintendence 
of a lean and severe-looking woman in black. 

The first reception-room is somber; the walls 
are hung with tapestry representing landscapes 
in Normandy and Brittany; the folding doors 
are painted black; on the chimney-piece are 
huge bronze-zine candelabra and a clock sur- 
rounded by a nickel-plated Diana; the car- 
pet is dingy and worn.

The couturier is a curious creature, a great 
artist. PPompadour’ had her tailor Supplis, 
who is said to have been a designer of genius; 
the eighteenth century had Mme. Cafaxe, the 
famous modiste-couturiere, whose bills were as 
enormous as those of her successors at the 
prasent day; but the conditions of feminine 
elegance have changed since then. The grand- 
mothers were content with spring, summer, 
autumn, and winter toilets, with a stock of 
gowns, mantles, and headdresses of a mate- 
rial appropriate to each season, Worth, Pin- 
gat, and Aurelly, the;three great couturiers 
who directed feminine elegance under the em- 
pire into the paths of art and taste, introduced 
the “costume.” element into dress; and now, 
instead of dressing his customers four times a 
year, the modern couturier dresses them ten, 
tifteen, and twenty times a year. A woman 
nowadays orders a dress for this ball, another 
for another ball; she wants a costume for the 
Grand Prix rdce-day ; agown for a certain 
garden party; aspecial costume for a yacht- 
ing excursion; a dozen costumes for the sea- 
side, etc. The dressmaker collects the en- 
gravings of Eisen, Debucourt, and Moreau; 
he advances money to mount looms at Lyons 
to create new stuffs; he keeps an ariny of 
brodeuses (embroidery women) at work to 
make unique trimmings; he examines and 
confesses his customers, studies them morally 
and physically, and invents becomimg and 
original toilettes by the hundred. Thanks to 
these great artists (!) marvelous “* lampas”’ 
have been brought to light. Lyons has made 
faithful reproductions of the most admirable 
brocades, of the most sumptuous plushes, and 
of silks with golden tissues and all that was 
so exquisitely magnificent in times gone by. 
Ex-Empress Eugénie used to be one of the 
greatest *‘ coquettes,”’ as regards costume, un- 
der the second Empire. Princess Mathilde, 
Princess of Sagan, Princess of Metternich, 
Countess of Pourtales, and the Marquise of 
Galiffet were then the leaders of fashion, 


The Pressmaker a Confidant, 


Thanks to his continuovs relations with all 
these noble women, the dressmaker becomes 
often the confidant and even the banker of 
some of his clients. In a word he occupies a 
novel and peculiar position on the confines of 
society. Living in an atmosphere of caprice, 
he is himself > ag =e breathing an air im- 
pregnated with perfumes, he is often a vic- 
tim of chroni¢ neuralgia, which increases 
tenfold the natural irritability of the artistic 
nature. The couturier reigns over his elegant 
customers like a tyrant who knows that he is 
indispensable. And in truth he is the great 
arbiter of universal elegance, the vracle of the 
most beautiful women, From Oceanica to 
Peru, from Suez to Panama, and from Peters- 
burg to the Cape of Good Hope large trunks 
arrive, carrying to the daughters of Eve the 
handsomest “‘chiffons,’’ prettily ribboned and 
saturated, as it: Avere, with that exquisite at- 
mosphere of the Rue de la Paix which has be- 
come in a certain sense the temple of all lux- 
ury, of all delicacy, of all refinement! And 
how delighted ‘are they, the poor exiled ones 
who dwell thousands of miles from the sac nd 
precincts. How they untie each knot of rib- 
with infinite precaution, like devotees ar- 
ranging a relic. Their Gurious eyes devour 
the glittering stuffs.

Her capital is her figure 
and her bearing, and her salary is pro- 
portioned to her elegance, rising in some 
cases to $2,000 a year. All languages and 
all accents are heard, and elegance of all 
grades meets in the drawing- rooms of a great 
couturier—the blue-blooded aristocrat, the 
princesses of the Comédie Francaise Theater, 
exotic parvehue, and the fashionable demi- 
mondaine. Hach in turn passes into one of 
the small trying-on rooms, draped with blue 
or brown satin, and heated to green-house 
temperature, The elegant’ woman, partly un- 
dressed, and) wearing simply her corset and a 


short silk dress trimmed with lace, waits in - 


front of the looking-glass.| The dress arrives 
in fragments—a queer mixture of silk, stiif 
lining. and loose — threads.

An‘l so, day after day during the season,

The Care of Enameled Sadeteada. 

Now that enameled and brass bedsteads have 
become so popular itis well that people should 
understand how to take care of them. Enameled 
iron bedsteads are of doubtful utility, as the en- 
amelisliable to chip off, though it may be re 
stored by a fresh coat. Such a bedstead shoald 
be rather carefully handled to prevent this chip- 
and it should be rubbed during damp 
weather with a soft chamois, as moisture is.in- 
jurious toit. Whensuch a bedstéad is moved 
any distance it should be carefully wound about 
with papers to prevent its being chipped. Brass 
bedsteads and all brasswork on iron bedsteads are 

erly taken care of this coat 
of lacquer will last xo ten or twelve years. The 
lacquer on English bedsteads lasts somewhat 
longer, as our American manufacturers have not 
yet discovered the secret of English lacquer work 
or are not always willing to take time forit. It 
certainly is true that the American bedstead often 
costs more and the lacquer is not so durable. 
The only care which a brass bedstead requires is 
an occasional dusting off with a good chamois 
skin or a soft flannel cloth. Moisture is injurious 
to it and in damp weather it should be frequently 
wiped. In packing a brass bedstead to move it 
should be thoroughly wsapped or wound in strips 
of cheesecloth, as the lacquered surface is as 
delicate as the finished surface of hardwood fur- 
niture and as liable to be scratched.—New York 
Tribune.

How a Vexed Question Is settled in the 
Dark Continent, i 

** They settle the question of the wife’s al- 
lowance over in Africa much beiter than we do 
here,” said Mrs. Frénch-Sheldon in a recent 
interview. ‘‘The husband allots a portion of 
land and zattle to each of his wives. _When he 
marries he gives to the parents of the bride a 
certain number of cows, and in thé event of 
her having no children, if he is ambitious for 
alarge family, he returns the wife to her 
parents and promptly receives back his cows. 
Of course he has just as many wives as he can 
afford. This may sound dreadful to civilized 
ears, but I believe that in Africa polygamy isa 
beneficent institution. There are a great many 
more women than men, the men being killed 
off in the wars and devoured by wild animals. 
As the women do most of the work, such as 
tilling the ground and varing for the herds,- 
the more wives a man has the less labor there 
1s for each. Why, they positively hail with joy 
the advent of a new wife. When she comesto 
the kraai they have a merrymaking for three 
days, and the other wives bring the bride 
presents of bead belts of their own 
making, metal rings, earrings, bunches 
of bananas, and great pots of pombe, 
a sort of drink. There isn’t a particle 
of jealousy between them, and they never 
squabble over their gowns—because they don’t 
wearany! Their sole wardrobe consists of 
some brass and bead ornaments. But they 
are the happiest creatures! They laugh can 
sing at their work and dance together when it 
is done. I can’t bear to think of these people 
being spoiled. by civilization. Just picture the 
life of such a happy woman being saddened 
by bell skirts, pink teas, committee meetings, 
and lectures on protoplasms! 

‘* Before the young poo marry the girls 
and young men live all together in asort of 
free-love commudity.
